Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5 and 7-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
alone or in combination, does not disclose the combination of a valve assembly 
including an annular body including moveable leaflets and the body portion moveable 
relative to a support ring, wherein the annular body portion moves to an unsealed 
position when the assembly is subjected to a pressure differential. The prior art did 
teach moveable leaflets from a sealed position to an unsealed position subject to a 
pressure differential, US 4995881 .
